The minerals which seem to be of 
most practical importance in poultry 
nutrition are calcium, phosphorus 
manganese, iodine and sodium. Other 
minerals which are often classed as 
trace” minerals are usually present 
in adequate amounts in our natural 
feeds. This means the aforementioned 
minerals must be given consideration 
and provisions made for their inclu- 
sion in the diet of chickens. The most 
common sources of these minerals are 
salt (iodized or plain), bone meal

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his next problem is to put the right 
words on the white space he buys 
Usually short words, short sentences, 
short paragraphs featuring big ideas 
are the mark he should shoot at. Telil- 
all copy is another objective. Many 
ads fail to get results because they 
leave too much to the imagination 
of the reader. Often this is because 
the dealer tries to squeeze too many 
iterms in the space he buys. It is bet 
ter to feature one item in an ad with 
tell-all copy than to squeeze in 10 


iterms with too little sald about any 
of them. 

Say what you have to say with 
simplicity. The greatest writers of 
literature wrote briefly, simply and 
forcibly. Do likewise in your adver- 
tising copy. Strange, unusual words 
or high sounding adjectives will not 
pull business. A small ad, or a big 
one for that matter, never “high 
hats” the public. Be brief and to the 
point. However, this does not mean 
that a trite business card is sufficient

in small space copy. To make a smal! 
ad stand out against bigger space 
copy, it must be unusual in one way 
or another—-the writing, the typo- 
graphical layout or the illustrative 
matter. 

Many dealers assume that advertis- 
ing along limited lines is an unsatis- 
factory investment because the big 
advertisers wallow in all the reader 
interest. Advertising expert give no 
credence to this opinion, contending 
that a small add, well handled, oft- 
en gets more attention than a big 
ad manhandled. A lot of big-space 
copy is in that category; hence, the 
small advertiser has plenty of op- 
portunity to get big results with his 
little ads. The typographical layout 
is important. No matter how force- 
fully you write your copy, it will 
not produce maximum results unless 
it appeals typographically. One car- 
dinal rule of good layout is, “Use 
plenty of white space.” You cannot 
crowd a small ad with readable 
copy and leave room for enough 
white space to present an appealing 
layout to the eye 


It Needs “Personality” 
Your advertising should have per- 
sonality to get best results and build 
prestige for your business. One way

to personalize your advertising is to 
use a trade-mark or trade- charac- 
ter in all your ads. This is a link that 
binds all your ads in a recognizable 
chain. Some dealers use a slogan to 
personalize their ads. “Your livestock 
needs O'Connell's feeds” is a “buy 
line” that one dealer uses constant- 
ly on all his advertising matter, sta- 
tionery, direct-mailing pieces, bill 
heads, etc. Another dealer pictures a 
rural character in his ads with a 
caption, “Barney Barley says.” From 
there on, Barney does the talking 
about the dealer's superior feeds. 
Some dealers use the chatty type ad 

meaty, homey comments about the 
topics of the day interspersed with 
“buy appeals.” 

To many dealers write up a piece 
of copy with no more study than 
they give to the writing of an inquiry 
to the supplier. To get best results 
with advertising, it must be planned 
and the plan properly executed. But, 
first the dealer must believe in the 


| profitability of advertising, and this 


mental status is much easier to come 
by in a buyer's market. In a seller's 
market, when he can sell as much as 
he can buy from suppliers, he is like- 
ly to forget advertising, and this is 
bad business 


Advertise Consistently 

In a small town it does not cost 
much to buy space in the local 
daily newspaper, or the weekly, and 
there is little waste circulation. On 
the other hand, in the large city, 
the newspaper circulation is so ex- 
tensive that the rates are high. De- 
partment stores and other advertisers 
use a great deal of big-space copy 
There is likely to be much waste cir- 
culation because the dealer may at- 
tract customers only from his own 
section. The dealer in a large cen- 
ter may therefore find it more desir- 
able to invest in direct-mail adver- 
tising to build volume. The medium

He woke up 
and began to advertise again, but 


regaining the position he had lost to | 


an aggressive competitor who kept on 
advertising during the war years 
proved too big a job for the short- 
term advertising program he hoped 
would do it. This manufacturer, once 


the strongest in his field, was taken | 


over by the aggressive competitor 
To a varying degree, al) businessmen 


who discontinue advertising in a war | 


ecunomy will find out after the war 
orders are no more, that their wiser 
competitors who have advertised con 
sistently throughout the seller's mar- 


ket will have the edge on them in the | 


subsequent buyer's market. 

Then, too, the dealer who discon- 
tinues advertising during a war 
economy because he can get all the 
business he wants without advertis- 
ing should remember that if he does 
not advertise and take a deduction 
for this expense, he pays that much 
add'tional tax—-that the net cost of 
his advertising is the price he pays 
for white space less the adidtional 
tax that he would pay if he didn't 
advertise. With an increase in taxes 
already decreed and the possibility 
of additional tax increases, the net 
cost of advertising to the buying is 
decreasing, and he can afford to buy 
more space now than before the tax 
increase.

The addition of trace-mineral pre- 
mixes to gestation-lactation rations 
has increased the number of pigs 
weaned per litter. Faster gains in 
growing-fattening pigs fed in concrete 
drylot have resulted from feeding 
trace minerals 

Research shows that growing-fat- 
tening drylot rations can be formulat- 
ed which will produce as fast, if 
not faster, gains on pigs fed on con- 
crete as compared to pigs fed good 
rations on excellent pasture. How- 
ever, it will require from 10 to 20% 
more feed for the drylot gains. This 
development may play an important

The “disease level" affects the de- 
gree of fortification necessary in 
swine rations. The “disease level” is 
defined as the degree or amount of 
feed lot contamination with bacteria 
and virus infestation causing scour- 
ing in pigs.

A Modification of the Pearson 
Square in Mixing Feeds 


+ By Prof. Fred Hale 


HE “square” method may be 
used for mixing three feeds 
when two requirements of the 
mixture are to be met, viz: (1) a 
given amount of one feed, and (2) a 
definite amount of crude protein. 
Let us mix, for example, milo, 
tankage and alfalfa meal so that the 
mixture will contain 15% crude pro- 
tein and exactly 10% alfalfa meal. 
The milo contains 10%, the tankage 
60%, and the alfalfa meal 16% crude 
protein. For convenience in figuring 
we will mix 100 Ib. of the mixture 
First, the 10 tb. of alfalfa meal 
will furnish 1.6 lb. of protein. This 
level leaves 134 Ib. of protein to 
come from the remaining 90 Ib. of 
milo and tankage 





Second, since we get 134 Ib. of 
protein from 90 Ib. of milo and tank- 
age, we next multiply the amount 
(%) of crude protein in both milo 
and tankage by 90 before setting up 
the “square” for obtaining the 
amounts of milo and tankage need- 
ed 

For the “square” then, we would 
put 134 (protein required after sub- 
tracting 16 furnished by the 10 Ib 


alfalfa meal) in the center of the 


square. For the upper left hand cor- 
ner of the square we would place 


9 (90 by 10% C. P. in milo). The low | 
left hand corner of the square would | 


have 54 (90 * 60% C. P. in tankage).

World Production 


of Oats, Barley 
at Prewar Level 


WASHINGTON World produc- 
tion of barley and oats in 1950 is 
expected to total about 126 million 
short tons, according to information 
available to the Office of Foreign Ag- 
ricultural Relations 

Estimates of 2,450 million bushels 
of barley and 4,220 million of oats 
include preliminary forecasts of pro- 
duction in the Southern Hemisphere 
where the growing crops are in an 
early stage of development. The cur- 
rent estimate for combined produc 
tion would be about 5% larger than 
in 1949, and about the same as the 
prewar (1935-39) average 

The increase over the 1949 harvest 
is attributed to some increase in both 
acreage and yields. Compared with 
the prewar period, total acreage is 
smaller but above-average yields 
maintained production Generally 
higher yields are attributed to un 
usually favorable weather and to im- 
proved cultivation practices in some 
areas 

The cut in acreage from the pre- 
war period occurred in oats, estimat- 
ed to be about 8% less than the 1935- 
39 average. Substantial declines in 
Europe and the Soviet Union were 
only partially offset by increased 
acreage in North America. A nomi- 
nal increase is indicated in the barley 
acreage 

Acreage Gain Large 


The increase in acreage in North 
America is substantial for both bar 
ley and oats. An increase of about 
2 million acres over the 1949 figure 
is reported for each of these grains 
The increase over the prewar level 
is somewhat greater, amounting to 
about 3 million acres for barley and 
5 million for oats. In addition to in- 
creased acreage, per-acre yields were 
substantially above average as well 
as larger than in 1949. Sharply in- 
creased yield prospects are reported 
for Canada and moderate increases 
for the US

on the basis of the long-standing rule 
that the feed cost represents only 
half the total cost of keeping a cow, 
these cows did not “pay their way’ 
by about $10. 

In fact, the Bureau's DHIA analy- 
sis shows that in most areas, a cow 
should produce substantially more 
than 200 Ib. butterfat a year to 
make a profit for her owner. 

But as the average production lev- 
els increased, the total production 
cost-net income relationship became 
more favorable. For instance, the av- 
erage butterfat production for all 
cows enrolled in associations in 1949 
was 359 Ib. These cows consumed 
$156 worth of feed and returned $234 
over feed cost to their owners, or a 
net income of $78 a cow. Moreover, 
cows that averaged 600 Ib. butterfat 
the same year consumed $208 worth 
of feed and returned $473 over the 
feed cost, or a net income of $265

During the past three months 
cattle feeders have marketed their 
fed cattle at a much slower rate 
than they intended last July 

The number placed on feed in the 
three states during the past three 
months is estimated to be 546,000 
head, compared with 698,000 head in 
the same period last year. Shipments 
of stocker and feeder cattle and 
calves into each of the three states 
from stockyards and direct during 
the months July-September were sub- 
stantially less than a year ago-—be- 
ing down 28% in Iowa, 23% in Illi- 
nois, and 16% in Nebraska 

Last year inshipments during Au- 
gust and September reached record 
levels due to an unusually early 
movement from the northern plains 
states because of poor weather and 
feed conditions. However, the July- 
September inshiprnents are higher 
than in most previous years 

Compared with last October, there 
is an increase in both the number 
and proportion of cattle in the heavy 
classes with the October survey 
showing 12% weighing 1,100 pounds 
and over, as against 11% last Octo- 
ber. The proportion weighing from 
900-1,100 Ib. at 46% is much above 
the 27% for last year. Cattle on feed 
weighing 600-900 Ib. made up 36% 
of the total cattle on feed, compared 
with 49% last October. Those weigh- 
ing less than 600 Ib. made up only 
6% of the total, compared with 13% 
a year earlier. The survey showed 
that cattle feeders expect to market 
72% of the cattle now on feed by the 
end of the year. A year ago, they in- 
tended to market 63% during the 
same period

Using values that were shown and 
the reported amino acid analyses of 
feedstuffs, it appears that a relative- 
ly small number of deficiencies would 
be expected in practical swine ra- 
tions, Dr. Loosli said. He mentioned 
various feed ingredients and their 
content of amino acids. And, he said, 
it would appear impossible to make a 
ration containing three or four pro- 
tein sources which would be very 
deficient in any amino acid. This con- 
clusion, he added, is in agreement 
with experience in feeding swine 


Vitamin, Mineral Supplements 


A report on “Recent Studies with 
Vitamin and Mineral Supplements 
for growing and Fattening Pigs in 
Drylot" was presented by P. R. No- 
land, J. P. Willman and F. B. Morri- 
son of the Cornell department of 
animal husbandry. The report in- 
cluded information on the value of 
trace minerals in drylot rations. It 
also outlined studies comparing trace 
minerals and an animal! protein fac- 
tor supplement, and it included a 
comparison of trace minerals with 
APF supplements containing aureo 
mycin and streptomycin. The effect 
of B-vitamin additions to a basal 
ration was explained, too 

Qne of the experiments described 
tested all possible combinations of 
cobalt, copper and manganese as sup- 
plements to a plant-protein basal ra- 
tion. The lots fed the mineral addi- 
tions required appreciably less feed 
for a unit of gain than the lot fed 
the hasal ration alone, the report 
noted 

In one experiment which was de- 
scribed, APF supplements which con- 
tained aureomycin or streptomycin 
were compared with a basal ration of 
ground yellow corn, soybean oil meal, 
10% ground sun-cured alfalfa hay, 
dicalcilum phosphate, ground lime- 
stone, iodized salt and the trace min- 
erals cobalt, copper, iron and man 
ganese 

“Addition to this basal ration of 
25% aureomycin APF supplement 
failed to improve the rate of gain sig- 
nificantly when self-fed to pigs from 
weaning to a market weight of 180 
Ib.."” the report said. “The aureo- 
mycin supplement gave an increase 
in rate of gain in the period from 
weaning to 75 Ib 

“In this experiment, less feed was 
required to produce a unit of gain 
when aureomycin and trace minerals 
were added to’ the basal ration than 
when trace minerals alone were 
added.

One quarter of one 
percent is sufficient for the growth 
Excessive amounts 
of salt, he added, are toxic and will 
increase mortality

ference was one on “Salt Studies 
with Dairy Cattle” by 8S. E. Smith 
P. D. Aines, F. W. Lengemann and 
K. L. Turk of the Cornell depart- 
ment of animal husbandry 

Dr. Wise Burroughs of the Ohio 
State University animal science de- 
partment presented a report on 
‘Roughage Utilization by Ruminants 
as Influenced by Dietary Constituents 
upon Rumen Microfiora.” The diges- 
tion experiments with cattle and the 
preliminary work with artificial ru 
mens, which were described, indicate 
that rumen microflora have three 
general nutritive requirements, Dr 
Burroughs said. These nutritive re- 
quirements include (1) energy, eith 
er simple or complex forms such as 
fiber or roughage; (2) protein or 
protein constituents, and (3) miscel 
laneous factors inorganic in nature

this early November in the Ohio Val- 
ley area. T tures continue in 
the 80's, to the delight of feeders but 
to the dismay of formula feed manu- 
facturers. 

With lush and ample pasturage, 
plus ample farm stocks of grains, 
thousands of potential buyers are en- 
tirely out of the market and will 
continue to be disinterested in the 
purchase of any quantities of formula 
feeds unti] the weather becomes more 
seasonabile and stays that way 

What movement there is at pres- 
ent appears to be concentrated in 
hogs and turkey feeds, but even this 
buying is far below normal for this 
period of the year. Prices for formu- 
la feeds are off from 25@50¢ ton, and 
mills generally are operating at some- 
thing less than 75% of capacities 

Unquestionably, this situation will 
change for the better with the freez- 
ing up of pastures and the gradual 
using up of present farm stocks of 
grains. Despite the present dullness, 
mill operators in this area are op- 
timistic that the present situation 
cannot continue much longer, but, 
rather, that “somebody will do some- 
thing about the weather” in the near 
future. When that happens the for- 
mula feed business should return to 
normal—or perhaps even better than 
normal. 


PRICE CURB PLANS BEING 
MADE, OHIO MEETING TOLD 


LEBANON, OHIO—While there is 
no need at this time for price con- 
trols on agricultural products, offi- 
cials in Washington are perfecting 
plans to extend controls over as wide 
an area of the country’s business 
community as they believe justified 
by the defense program and the cost- 
of-living index, said John Cipperly, 
Washington correspondent of Feed- 
stuffs, at a regional dinner meeting 
of the Ohio Grain, Mill & Feed Deal- 
ers Assn. recently in Lebanon 

Mr. Cipperly said that the adminis- 
tration has called in a number of 
former OPA executives who are pre- 
paring price control schedules. Con- 
trols, he predicted, will first be placed 
in effect on steel and other critical 
metals, with the list being extended 
as the needs seem to justify in the 
opinion of government officials 

Chris Kainrad of the Ohio Produc- 
tion and Marketing Administration 
office in Columbus discussed the loan 
and storage situation in the state and 
offered his assistance in solving loan 
and storage problems. He said there 
are 4 million bushels of storage space 
in Ohio for rental for the storage of 
soybeans. 

S. C. Johnson of the Innis, Speiden 
Co., New York, spoke on rodent con- 
trol in warehouses; Grant Cannon, 
managing editor of the Farm Quar- 
terly, discussed a new farm program 
over a local television station, and 
Ralph H. Brown, association presi- 
dent, spoke about the current asso- 
ciation membership campaign and 
the midwinter convention in Cincin- 
nati. He also urged those present to 
vote in the November election
